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REPORT  1890-'91. 
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At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Temporalities'  Board,  held 
on  Tuesday  the  12th  day  of  May,  1891,  the  following  report 
of  the  Executive  Committee  was  received  and  adopted,  and 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  transmit  a  printed  copy  of  it  to 
each  of  the  Beneficiaries  along  with  the  customary  financial 
statements.  ,    * 

Investments: — Loans,  amounting  in  all  to  $32,500,  were 
repaid  in  the  course  of  the  year,  of  this  amount  $19,500  were 
re-invested  in  mortgages  at  six  per  cent. 

The  invested  capital  and  other  assets  at  the  ist  of  May,  as 
set  forth  in  Schedule  A,  represent  a  cash  value  of  $214,280.51, 
as  compared  with  the  amount  at  same  date  last  year,  there  is 
a  deficit  of  $9,868.79  which  represents  the  draft  made  on  cap- 
ital to  meet  the  usual  payments  during  the  year  1890.  The 
revenue  from  present  investments  is  $11,145.  ^he  amount 
required  to  meet  the  payments  falling  due  in  June,  at  the  same 
rate  as  last  year,  is  $10,825. 

Changes  in  the  Roll  : — The  Rev.  John  E.  Tanner  of 
Brompton  Falls,  died  on  the  15th  of  April  last,  in  the  82nd 
year  of  his  age. 

Mr.  James  Tasker  of  Montreal  was  elected  by  the  Bene- 
ficiaries, in  conformity  with  the  By-Laws,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Management,  in  room  of  Mr.  E.  B.  Greenshields, 
resigned. 
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Recommendation  :  —  The  Committee  recommend  that 
payments  be  made  to  the  Beneficiaries  for  the  current  half- 
year,  at  the  same  rate  respectively  as  v'%s  paid  last  half-year.
